spring. This permits the plants 
to become well established be- 
fore the onset of winter. 


Lilies flourish in sandy 
soils where drainage is good. 
A little sand placed under and 
oround bulbs at planting time 
will allow excess moisture to 
drain away from the bulb. Don't 
plant lilies in low-lying areas 
where water tends to collect. 

Heavy soils containing 
a high percentage of clay can 
be improved by a mixture of 
sand andpeat. Work into the 
soil to a depth of 6 to 8 in- 
ches, as lily bulbs should be 
planted at this depth for the 
best results. 

Careful selection of lily 
varieties, relating the variety 
to the climatic conditions of 
your orea, will result in fine 
blooms from May until Sept- 
ember. Lilies multiply rapidly. 
Within a year or so, they can 
be dug up, separated and re- 
planted.

After the American reb- 
ellion in 1784, the Indians of 
the Six Nations and the Mohawks 
of the Bay of Quinte were all 
one nation. However, becouse 
of political differences, they 
split into two groups, one of 
which settled near Brantford, 
the other on the shores of the 
Bay of Quinte. 

In a letter from Sir John 
Johnson to General Haldimand 
deted 1 Ith March, 1784, and 
written from Montreal, Sir John 
comments on this separation: 


Sir: 

Captain Brant and Dovid 
have desired me to Acquaint 
your Excellency that their bus- 
iness at this time is to propose o 
Settlement of the Mohawks and 
others on the Grand River about 
twenty Miles from the head of 
Lake Ontario, their Reasons cre 
Politick and no doubt good - 
the Mohawks here are determined 
to Abide by their first resolution 
of Settling About the Bay of 
Kenty. 


In o later letter, dated 
15th April of the same year, 


he writes to General Haldimand 
and refers to the Grant of Land 
given to the Mohawks. 

Thus the Mohawks appear 
to live on granted land, not 
reserve land. If this is the case 

then the question of ownership 
of lands which were originally 
part of the Indian's property, 
but which were later sold by 
the federal government comes 
into the picture. If the land 
was granted, then the federal 
government could not legally 
sell it. The City of Brantford 
is built on such a piece of land, 
as is the Town of Deseronto. 
The elected chiefs of the 
Six Nations intend to appeal 
the verdict of the Supreme 
Court, and Chief Hill of Tyen- 
dinage announced today that 
the Mohawks of the Bay of 
Quinte will support them.

Sweet Cherries Frozen 

Fresh Ontario sweet cher- 
ries can be frozen “os is" 
without the addition of sugar. 
For best results, freeze the 
whole, fully ripe fruit. Select 
black varieties (preferably 
Schmidt, Vic, or Hedelfingen) . 

To help retain color and 
flavour, you may add ascorbic 
acid. For the unsweetened 
pack, dissolve 4-teaspoon 
powdered or crystalline as- 
corbic acid in 4-cup cold 
water. Sprinkle over each 
four cups of fruit and mix gently. 
You can freeze cherries in 
single layers on shallow trays 
ond then package as indiv- 
idual pieces; or bag, tie, and 
freeze. 

Sweet cherries can also 
be frozen unpitted in a cold 
syrup. Dissolve one cup of 
sugar in three cups of water P 
and add 4 teaspoon powdered 
or crystalline ascorbic acid 
in four cups of syrup. Pack 
the prepared fruit in rigid 
containers and cover with 
syrup. It is important to leave 
1-inch headspace to allow for 
expansion during freezing. To 
keep the fruit submerged in 
the syrup, place a small piece 
of crumpled, moisture-resist- 
ant paper between the fruit and 
the lid.

Lennox-Oshawa Transmission 


The study continues 


Ontario Hydro and its environmental consultant, 
Commonwealth Associates, have been conducting an 
intensive study over the past few months on the location of 
a transmission line route between Lennox Generating Station 
and the Oshawa Area. 


The purpose of the study is to find the best possible 
location within a 1,200 square mile study area for a 500,000 
voit transmission line right of way to transmit electricity 
generated at the Lennox Generating Station to a new 
transformer station near Oshawa 


The project represents a major portion of Ontario 
Hydro’s bulk power transmission network across Southern 
Ontario. Studies are under way in other parts of the province 
to establish routes linking other new generating stations 


The first phase 


The first phase of the study was devoted to assembling 
basic data about the study area from maps, statistics, etc 


During February and March 1973, public meetings and 
Opinion surveys were conducted across the study area to 
record the views and opinions of people about the location 
of a transmission line route in their communities 


These attitudes have been used to assist in defining the 
alternative corridors shown on the map 


Alternative corridors 


The corridors are approximately half a mile wide. Each 
represents an environmentally suitable location for the 


ultimate transmission line route, which will be about 500’ 
wide 


Now the second phase 


To determine the views of the community about these 
corridors, a second phase of public meetings has been 
arranged. 


There is a meeting for your area and you are invited to 
attend. 


At these meetings, Commonwealth Associates will 
discuss the studies and residents will have an opportunity to 
record their preference for each corridor. A large scale map 
showing the location and details of the alternative corridors 
is now on display at the township office. 


If you cannot attend one of the meetings and wish to 
indicate your order of preference please mark each section 
of the corridors on the coupon at right of this advertisement 
and return it on or before August 8th. All the returns will be 
tabulated and a final route selection will be made with the 
help of the overall preference expressed.

Solandt Commission

The best time to resolve differences regarding the 
corridor, will be at the formal discussions during the study. 
Ideally, the best route will be one that reflects the full weight 


of the special characteristics of the study area and the 
concerns of its residents 


With your participation in this way, it is Dr. Solandt’s 
hope that only major unresolved differences of opinion will 
be retained for the Commission hearings and, at that time, 


these differences can be clearly and concisely presented to 
the Commission for consideration
